INTRODUCTION 

This  bibliography  can  aid  those  interested  in  research- 
ing the  theory,  economic  effects,  and  other  implications  of 
regulation  of  agriculture  and  the  food  system. 

References  selected  for  this  bibliography  include  pub- 
lished compilations  of  law  in  the  legal  categories,  arti- 
cles that  state  "what  the  law  is"  in  the  various  categories, 
analyses  and  interpretations  of  regulatory  laws,  and  anal- 
yses of  the  economic  effects  of  regulations. 

The  category  on  industries  other  than  agriculture  was 
included  so  that  the  methods  and  theories  of  nonagricultural 
regulation  and  regulatory  research  might  be  compared  with 
or  applied  to  regulation  in  the  agriculture  and  food  indus- 
tries . 

The  subcategories  are  generally  self-explanatory.  A 
subcategory  on  antitrust  regulation,  however,  was  not 
included  because  of  the  magnitude  of  the  category  and  be- 
cause of  the  extensive  coverage  of  the  topic  in  another 
recent  bibliography  by  the  same  authors:
